was Ihe earliest settled in the jS'orth- 
•Avest. 
French Canadian trappers ex- 


plored this region, and the Jesuits 
established a mission on the river more 
than a hundred years ago. 
The old 


churches and buildings still stand, nnd 
the burial grounds contain tlie remains 
of many of their early founders. The 
settlements for nearly thirty miles arc 
principally those of'French and Ger- 
man Uoman Catholics, a ihr different 
race from those enterprising persons 
who founded Applelon and Xccnali 
more than a century afterwards.' The 
former seemed content with their lot; 
and the advent of a railroad, nnd the 
great internal improvement' of dam-1 
mingand emialing the Fox and Wiscons- 
in .Rivers did not appear to arouse them 
Irom their wonted lethargy, and open 
their eyes to the progress "of the Age 
Here arc two religious institutions,' in 
distance only a few apart; but, in sys- 
tem-, and principles, as wide apart'as 
Ihe Poles,. 
A century has wrought no 


change in the community of the one. 
while n decade has worked wonders ami 
greatness, and invaluable improvement 
in the other. 
Vet both seem happy 


and contented; and I cannot discover, 
so far as individual and domestic pleas- 
ures are concerned, but what tlie Ho- 
mnnists enjoy life as well as the energet- 
ic, enterprising, ami public-spirited Pro- 
testants. 
But this we do know, that 


if all the people of this country were 
like those of this region, no railroads 
would have been built in this State; no 
internal improvement would have wed- 
ded the waters of tho Wisconsin river 
with those of the Fox, nay Wisconsin 
would still be a territory, and the United 
States still colonies of Great Britain, 
and our people meek subjects of crown- 
ed heads. 
'-Where ignorance is bliss 


it may be folly to be wise;" but as for 
me giv.e me the enterprise, the w'udom, 
and the indomitable spirit of the nine- 
teenth century, as is manifested in the 
NewKnglander, as time has demonstra- 
ted that true bliss cannot be found in 
ignorance, nor prosperity in indolence, 
nor liberty in imbecility.
